laws or no law.” 


W h e n Stephen A Douglas, in the course of a political 
campaign, declared “It is the first duty of all citizens to obey 
the law,” this was an agricultural country, with few laws to 
be obeyed and still fewer enforced 
Douglass 
could 
not 
practice today what he preached before the Civil war. ex­ 
cept devote his whole time to the task and then he would 
be liable to arrest for vagrancy. 
Dean Roscoe Pound, of the Harvard Law School, states 
that “much of what seems current disregard for law is con­ 
nected with the change from a rural agricultural society to 
an urban industiial society. 
From the head of a big busi­ 
ness, chafing under legislative restrictions on the conduct 
of his business, with well-paid counsel to advise him how 


to evade them or the owner of a new Ford, who can see no 
sense in the latest traffic regulation, there are infinite grad­ 
ations of self-reliance, righteous protest, indifference, law­ 
lessness and crime.”

One may he surprised to hear from Dean Pound that 
“ we have got to learn the art of administration,” and that 
“our whole science of law in the past has ignored the sub 
ject of enforcement.” 
Many believe, with Dean Pound that 
legislature in the future will not pass laws impossible of en-

will 
bring 
revolutionary 
changes in methods of law^ enforcement.
